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THE RAG AGITATION. 


Efforts to Prevent the Imposition of 
the Threatened Export Duty. 


Committee of New York Paper Stock Dealers’ Association 
Sends Out Letters and Secures Assistance of Other 
Organizations—American Pulp and Paper 
Association Interested.

Following the meeting of the New York Paper Stock 
Association, which resulted in the appointment of 
a committee to confer with W. N. Caldwell, president of 
the American Paper and Pulp Association, the committee 
held a meeting and agreed upon a letter to be forwarded 
to Mr. Caldwell, then at Washington. 

This letter contained an outline of the subject, as pre- 
sented to the meeting and pointed out to Mr. Caldwell the 
importance of exerting all the influence possible to prevent 
the imposition of an export duty on German rags. It asked 
him to use his personal influence, and in addition asked for 
the influence of the association, of which he is president, 
to assist in the development of some force strong enough 
to overcome the danger, if possible. 

Mr. Caldwell replied immediately, pledging his personal 
support and assistance in the movement, the support of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association and the support of 
the American Writing Paper Company in this movement. 
He urged the members of the paper stock association to 
communicate direct with their representatives in Congress, 
pointing out the dangers of the movement and indicating 
in a general way what ought to be done. 

‘The paper stock association had been active in this direc- 
tion before, and long ere this the New York Representa- 
tives in Congress have probably received sufficient com- 
munications on the subject to give them a fairly clear idea 
of what importers of rags and manufacturers who use 
rags as raw stock want.

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BUSINESS IS IMPROVING. 


Good Week at Holyoke—Boston Quiet but Firm—Philadel- 
phia Unseasonably Quiet—March Reduces Demand in 
Miami—Higher Prices Expected in Canada. 


Not much change in the general situation has been re- 
ported during the week. Sales in nearly all grades have 
increased a bit, but not as much as dealers and manufac- 
turers would like to see them. The unseasonable weather 
has had a more or less depressing influence on trade, but 
the increase in prices made by some of the manufacturers 
has had the effect of stiffening the market somewhat in 
those particular grades, and this, it is hoped, will have the 
effect of helping the entire market. The proposed export 
duty on German rags has caused makers of paper who 
use those rags to become somewhat firmer in théir views, 
but has not yet caused any increase in values. News is 
held firmer in sympathy with the increased prices now 
asked at the mills. All the large makers are sold ahead 
and this fact has its influence in causing manufacturers to 
hold their product stiffer. Manilas are steady as previously 
reported. Book is weak, but a better feeling appears to be 
developing, and higher prices are looked for. Tissues are 
held firm as previously reported, manila grades holding the 
advances recently made. As a whole, conditions are con- 
sidered somewhat improved, but are not yet up to the ex- 
pectations of average spring trade. 





Good Week at Holyoke.

Boston Market Rather Slow, Yet Firm.

Developments with local paper jobbers during the past 
week moved along without any special features, nor is 
there any evidence just at the present time that trade move- 
ments will be interrupted by unexpected events. While 
business so far during March has been good, it is doubtful 
if jobbing paper dealers in general would admit that the 
tonnage of paper moved during the past four weeks was 
equal to the expected demand. So varied are the uses 
for paper of different kinds, however, and so numerous are 
the sources from which orders come that the ordinary daily 
routine demands serve to keep dealers pretty busy, even 
in the absence of speculative buying for future needs. With 
manufacturers business does not seem to be very active, 
and yet no mill representative is willing to admit that, his 
mill is curtailing production for the want of orders. Some 
mills, it is true, are running to their full capacity and ship- 
ping the paper as fast as produced, but every manufacturer 
is not so favorably situated, although the paper mills of 
New England seem to be better fixed on orders than mills 
in some other sections of the country. In spite of the an- 
nouncement of advances on certain lines of paper, quota- 
tions are being shaded on other grades, so say local dealers. 
And yet the tone of the market on the whole is firm, with 
a tendency to higher prices.

The jobbers 
seem to think that the source of trouble is overproduction 
rather than underconsumption, but the manufacturers com- 
plain that demand is behind the normal, but are unable to 
explain just why this is so. The only thing certain is 


that the market is generally weak and sluggish and that 
even the inducements of shaded prices fails to move stock 


quickly. Labor troubles between publishers and printers 
and their employees still continue, but the employers have 
practically won out and the places of the strikers have been 
filled by new men. But even with full working forces the 
market for book of the cheaper grades and for news is 
dull and featureless. For the better qualities of book and 
coated papers it is steady, and there are no reports of 
lower prices. Manila wrappings and tissues continue to be 
in poor demand and are sold on the very smallest margin 
of profits. A continuance of unfavorable weather has 
made the building paper trade very dull, and practically no 
local business is being done, although a fair volume of 
orders from outside are being received. The manufac- 
turers find business in the South and West better than it 
is nearby and their activity is more for outside consump- 
tion than for local demand. E. R. G. 


March Weather Affects Miami Demand, 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 27, 1906—To some the trade at 
this season has been an enigma; to others, a well solved 
problem, judging from comments on the state of business, 
yet when all is summed up, members of the paper frater- 
nity are willing to admit that it must be a case of “supply 
and demand,” as there is “no room for speculation or ma- 
nipulation in the paper trade.” The volume of business is 
satisfactory to many, but aside from admitting that they 
are satisfied because slow trade is expected just now, mem- 
bers of the trade do not at present talk at length on the 
state of trade. While the cold*weather gave a temporary 
impetus to trade, during the first week, the long protracted 
spell of March winter has had a deleterious effect on gen- 
eral business. The railroad companies have experienced 
difficulty in running their trains, many having been held by 
tremendous snow drifts for several days, and, as a result, 
shipments have been delayed. This was not expected last 
week and it has proved a setbxck. Some mills have been 
short of coal, but as far as known none was compelled to 
close. The greatest demand seems to be for the better 
grades of paper, while prices remain stationary, with a 
tendency to firmness. M. V. 





Higher Prices Looked for in Canada. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, March 27, 1906.—Rather a curious 
situation is developing in the paper trade here. Mills all 
over this section are reported busy and several times this 
week the statement has been made, “We are refusing or- 
ders.” At the same time there does not appear to be any 
nominal advance in prices. However, the representative 
of one of the largest mills pointed out today that this state 
of affairs was in itself equivalent to slight though appre- 
ciable increase in prices, because when a mill was full of 
orders and some had to be refused, the proprietors were 
likely to refuse the orders of the poorer and slower paying 
customers and to confine their sales to men who by fair 
dealing and prompt payment have proved good customers. 
The less desirable customers are thus being driven from 
mill to mill and in the end will likely find that they will 
have to pay somewhat more to get the goods. In fact, this 
activity, combined with the present low prices, looks like 
higher prices in the near future. Trade in the prairie 
provinces is reported a little quiet, but in all the rest of 
Canada business is reported very good, though with a 
little grumbling in places because of the mild winter. 
Prices are as follows: Roll news, $2; bundled news, 
$2.25 to $2.60; bogus manilas, $2.25; No. 2 manilas, $3; 
No. 1 manilas, $3.50; red browns, $2.50; supercalendered 
book papers, 4% to 5 cents; coated paper, 6% and 7 cents 
to 9 cents; cover paper, 5 to 6 cents; colored poster papers, 
4 to 5 cents; Esparto grass writings, 9 to 10 cents. The 
pulp wood situation remains unchanged as yet, but it is felt 
that the cold weather of March, with the heavy snowstorms 
of the last few days, may enable loggers to get their logs 
to the streams and also furnish much more water to float 
them down in the spring than was hoped for a few weeks 
ago. L. 


No Change in Chicago.

Cuicaco, Ill, March 27, 1906.—There is absolutely noth- 
ing now to report. The condition was well sized up last 
week, and even to the weather remains practically the 
same.

True, things have been pretty good, 
generally speaking, for some little time, but there have 
been labor and other troubles, now happily growing less, 
so far as any real significance is concerned, and the good 
time coming cannot long be postponed.

A 
new roof has been put in, new flooring laid and new vats 
and beaters installed. It is a noticeable fact that a number 
of small mills throughout the country have been put in 
shape within the last twelve months and that a goodly 
number of them are turning out tissue.

PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Alexander Henderson, of Edinburgh, Scotland, Granted a 
Patent on a Machine for Cutting Paper into Shav- 
ings, Strips and Other Narrow Pieces. 


Alexander Henderson, of Edinburgh, Scotland, assignor 
of one-half to George Duncan Mackay, of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, has been granted United States patent No. 8o1,- 
790 on a machine for cutting paper into shavings, strips, &c. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of the machine. Fig 2, a plan; 
Fig. 3, a sectional end elevation taken on line 1 2 of Fig. 
2 looking to the left hand; Fig. 4, a sectional end elevation 
taken on line 3 4 of Fig. 2 looking to the right hand; 
Fig. 5, an end elevation of the left hand side of Figs. 1 
and 2; Fig. 6, longitudinal sectional elevation, on an en- 
larged scale, of the rotating knife-carrier and knives; Fig. 
7, an end view thereof; Fig. 8, a plan view of the knife 
and knife-carrier, showing the angle of same; Fig. 9, a 
detail of a bracket hereinafter referred to; Fig. 10, a side 
elevation of a paper roll, showing the carrying centres in- 
serted therein; Fig. 11, an end view of the centre for the 
paper roll. 

In the machine for cutting paper into shavings there is 
mounted on the frame A, Fig. 1, a series of paper rolls B, 
the paper being drawn from each paper roll through two 
pairs of drag rollers c and D and directed to a dead knife 
E, at which point the paper is cut into shavings or strips, 
as desired, by the rotating knives F. In the drawings 
eleven paper rolls B are shown, so that eleven webs of 
paper will be cut simultaneously. 

Mounted in the housings C, supported on the frame A 
in advance of the paper rolls B, are the drag rollers c. 
The bottom roller of the pair of rollers is provided at one 
end with a spur wheel c’ which is given a motion of rota- 
tion by a spur pinion c’, the pinion c* being mounted on 
the shaft .4, which is supported on the bearings c*, carried 
by the cross-stay a of the frame A. The top roller of the 
pair of drag rollers c is given a motion of rotation by 
means of the gear wheels c’. Motion of rotation is im- 
parted to the shaft c* by a belt drive, as shown in Fig. 2, 
a speed cone c* being secured to the end of the shaft c* for 
varying the speed of the drag rollers c, and the arrange- 
ment is such that by varying the speed of the said drag 
rollers a broader or narrower shaving is produced. For 


7) act as distance pieces when bolted to the hexagonal end 
pieces f, the knives F being bolted to the upright project- 
ing portion f* of the L-shaped bars f*. Mounted on each 
end of the shaft f’ outside the frame A are the pulleys F’, 
which pulleys receive power from a belt drive and im- 
part rotation to the knives F. The end of the shaft f’ is 
also provided with a hand wheel F’ for setting the knives 
preparatory to starting the machine. I also prefer that 
the knives F be ground while the paper is being cut, and 
to accomplish this I employ the emery wheel G, carried 
by the bracket g. The said bracket g is supported by the 
screwed spindle g’ and spindle g*, which are carried in the 
bearings g*, supported by the frame A, and the arrange- 
ment of the bracket g is such that it slides from one side of 
the frame A to the other side thereof, so that the whole of 
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The paper rolls B are provided with the centres b, as 
shown in Figs. 10 and 11, the spindle being formed with 
the square b’ to correspond with the centre b, a journaled 
portion being provided on the said spindle. The bearings 
for the journals of the spindles of the paper rolls B are 
as shown in Figs. 1 and 2—that is to say, they are so 
arranged that a certain amount of tension can be put 
onto the journal of the spindle by tightening down the 
cap b* by means of the nut b*. 

In the plan Fig. 2 and situated between the grip rollers 
c and D, I may employ one or more pairs of cutting disks, 
such as K, for the purpose of cutting the paper into various 
widths, so that a longer or shorter shaving is produced, 
the said disks being mounted on the screwed spindles k, 
as shown more particularly in the section Fig. 4, which

the edge of the knife is ground. The bracket g is forked 
as shown, for the reception of the emery wheel G, and 
mounted on the emery wheel spindle is the pulley g*, which 
is driven from the pulley and belt g* the other end of the 
bracket g being forked for the reception of the pulley g’. 
The spindle g*, which receives a motion of rotation from 
the pulley belt g*, Fig. 2, is formed with a sunk keyway g’, 
and the bore of the pulley is provided with a key which 
slides in the keyway g’, the object being to allow the said 
pulley to slide on the spindle g* as the emery stone is

instance, if the drag rollers c were reduced in speed they 
would feed the paper to the dead knife E more slowly. 
Consequently the rotary knives F would make more cuts 
on, say, an inch in length of the paper than they would 
if the paper were fed over the dead knife E quicker. The 
arrangement of the rollers ¢ is shown more particularly in 
the end sectional elevation Fig. 3. The second or other 
pair of drag rollers D are merely to assist the drag rollers 
¢ in guiding the paper onto the dead knife E, the said 
rollers D being driven at the same speed as the rollers c 
by means of the pulleys d and the belt d’, Fig. 2. The 
dead knife E is mounted on the knife carrier ¢, secured 
to each side of the frame A, as shown more particularly 
in dotted lines, Fig. 1. . 

The rotary knives F are mounted on the hexagonal 
end castings f, (shown more particularly in the enlarged 
detail Fig. 6,) the said casting being secured on the shaft 
f’, which is mounted across the frame A and supported on 
the bearings f*, carried on the top of the said frames. The 
L-shaped metal bars f* (shown more particularly in Fig. 


traversed, but at the same time not to allow the said pulley 
to revolve loosely on the shaft. 

The end of the spindle g’, as shown in Figs. 1 and 2 and 
more particularly in Fig. 5, is provided with the three pulleys 
g”, g’, and g™, actuated by the pulleys H’ for the purpose 
of reversing the traverse of the emery wheel G through the 
medium of the screwed spindle g’ and the internally 
screwed portion of the bracket g which the spindle passes 
through. The pulleys g*® and g” are fast pulleys, with the 
centre pulley g’ the loose one, and to obtain the reverse mo- 
tion I employ a cross belt, Figs. 1 and 2, the arrangement 
being such that the bracket g as it traverses to and fro 
actuates the belt fork g” by means of the stops g”, Fig. 5, 
and pushes the belt on the pulley to the position required. 
Fig. 5 shows one belt on the fast pulley g* and one belt on 
the loose pulley g’. 

The pulley H is for the purpose of imparting motion to 
the shaft h, on which is mounted the speed cone J, which 
is connected by belt to the speed cone c* for driving the 
drag rollers c. 


shows the arrangement for driving said disks, the bottom 
and top spindles being geared together by means of the 
gear wheels k’, the top roller being so geared that it is 
slightly slower than the bottom one. 

Fig. 9 shows an enlarged side elevation of the arrange- 
ment of the disks K with the grip rollers c. 

The position of the knives F is adjustable on the car- 
riers—that is to say, relatively with the dead knife E. 
Also the dead knife may be adjusted. Also the emery 
wheel may be adjusted. 





Any number of disks, such as K, Figs. 2 and 4, may be 
mounted on the screwed spindle &, according to the size 
of paper required to be cut. 

In lieu of cutting paper into shavings I may adapt the 
machine for cutting paper into strips or squares, such as 
are used for wrapping sweetmeats, soaps, and the like. To 
effect this I remove one or more of the knives F, which 
allows more time between the cuts. Consequently a broader 
strip of paper is produced—that is to say, that the rotary 
disks K slitting or cutting the paper lengthwise and the 
knives F cutting the paper at right angles thereto, whereby 
rectangular, square or oblong portions of-paper are pro- 
duced for wrapping purposes, as indicated above. 

To further assist the grip rollers c and D in conveying 
the paper from the rolls B to the dead knife E, I may 
employ two endless belts driven by any suitable means 
fitted between the grip rollers ¢ and D, the arrangement 
being such that the paper passes between the grip rollers c, 
thence between the endless belt through the small grip 
rollers D to the dead knife E.

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FIBRE PAPER MAKERS MEET. 


Thorough Discussion of the Problems Confronting Manufac- 
turers, but No Definite Action Taken—Demand Ap-

AppLeTon, Wis., March 26, 1906—Mr. Strange, of the 
Strange Paper Company, Menasha, and Mr. Naber, of the 
Wolf River Paper and Fibre Company, Shawano, attended 
the meeting in New York last week of the fibre manu- 
facturers. While these gentlemen are not talking details 
of the meeting for publication it is gathered from what 
they say that nothing definite in the way of decisive action 
was agreed upon, though something may happen not far in 
the future. There was a large gathering of fibre manu- 
facturers, and the ground of the present unprofitableness 
of the business was thoroughly gone over. While it was 
agreed that prices were practically the worst ever known, 
it was brought out that the: demand for the paper was 
considerably better than it was, for example, a year ago at 
this time, as none of the mills now had surplus stocks, 
while at that time there was a large surplus stock every- 
where. While nothing was done at this meeting the 
ground was prepared for some future action to be taken.

Lockport (N. Y.) Mills May Adopt Electricity. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lockport, N. Y., March 27, 1906.—The prospect for an 
early opening of the State canals are not so bright as they 
were a few weeks ago, The mills here were hoping that 
matters would shape themselves so that the length of time 
the water would be shut off would be short. Now the big 
break on the Forestport feeder which is on the Black 
River section of the canal and which feeds the middle sec- 
tion of the Erie bids fair to take a month to repair. 

In order to anticipate a loss of water power by canal, 
some of the paper and pulp mills are considering the ad- 
visability of adopting electricity as a motive power in the 
mills. The Traders’ plant of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company has contracted for 2,500 electrical horse 
power and will when delivered to them run their mill by 
the mysterious fluid instead of steam. The local gas and 
electric light company will secure the supply from Niagara 
Falls through the Niagara, Lockport and Ontario Power 
Company, and have already petitioned the City Council to 
allow it to string wires and cable so as to furnish power 
to the mill district. It is expected that nearly all the 
mills will adopt this power for running their plants in 
place of steam and water power when the water is shut 
off. The stockholders of all the paper and pulp mills are 
considering the matter now. . a a

The company is incorporated for $125,000 
and is capitalized by some leading moneyed men. The 
president of the company is Josef Zeit, of New York. 

The company will immediately begin the erection of 
twelve mills in the Dakotas for making straw pulp, each 
mill to turn out from 7 to 15 tons per day of pulp. The 
plans for the first mill are already partly drawn and work 
is to be begun at once on the construction of the building. 
The others will follow at intervals of a few months, or 
as the demand for the product of the mills increases. 

Within a week or two the Kansas Straw Products Com- 
pany will be incorporated to do exactly the same thing in 
Kansas. The object in building these small mills is to get 
them near the source of supply of straw. The Western 
prairies are the most extensive producers of straw in the 
world, .and the erection of mills with relatively small capac- 





ity near the principal points of production of the raw ma- 
terial will insure an abundant supply each year at low 
prices. 

All the special machinery required for the operation of 
one mill is now running in a mill at Dansville, N. Y. One 
One of the company said this week that it was working 
better than was expected when it was installed. It will be 
now taken down and re-erected in the company’s newly 
acquired mill at Baltimore, Ohio. 

This week a party of Pittsburg capitalists, headed by 
Mr. Nevins, visited Dansville, -N. Y., and expressed them- 
selves as pleased with the operation of the mill and the re- 
sults achieved. The money for financing these important 
building operations is being supplied by Pittsburg capital- 
ists, and this party of inspection was merely the visit of 
some of the investors to the property to see for themselves 
the results of the work before the machinery was removed 


‘THE RAG AGITATION. 


(Continued from page 3.) 

With the opposition at home, and a hint from this coun- 
try that the measure might lead to unpleasant conse- 
quences, there would appear to be a fair chance to prevent 
the imposition of the tax. There is, however, one pow- 
erful influence in favor of imposing the tax which it will 
be difficult to overcome. There is a deficit of 180,000,000 


marks in the German budget. Originally fifty-two articles 
were included in the list upon which the duty was to be 
levied, but afterward it was reduced to two—rags and 
potash. The German paper makers want the duty imposed 
on rags to keep them at home so that paper can be made 
cheaper than it can be now. The agricultural interests 
want a tax imposed on potash to keep it at home so the 
land can be fertilized cheaply. Both these interests are 
powerful and exert considerable influence. 

The third influence is the fact that there is a deficit of 
180,000,000 marks, not in the general government funds, 
but a deficit of the States. Or, to put it another way, the 
several States composing the German Empire, owe the 
general government that amount. Among the States, par- 
ticularly those which have comparatively little export 
trade, this sort of a tax is popular, and it is certain that 
all the influence which they can exert will be brought to 
bear upon the legislative bodies to compel them to impose 
the duty. 

It must be borne in mind that Germany has agreed to 
maintain the status quo in regard to the tariff until next 
March. If this duty is imposed it will be an act of bad 
faith on the part of the German Government, which can 
only be met with some retaliatory measure. What the re- 
taliatory act shall be depends on Congress, hence the ad- 
visability of bringing all the pressure possible to bear on 
Congressmen and Senators.

A New Box Board Company in the Miami Valley.

Dayton, Ohio, March 27, 1906.—Cincinnati and Dayton 
capitalists have formed a new box board company which 
will have a capital of $200,000. As yet it is in the for- 
mative process, though plans have been pretty well worked 
out as far as the output is concerned and other operative 
details, but it has not been decided where the mill will be 
located, as several options were offered, one at Winton 
Place, near Cincinnati, which is favorably regarded, and 
another at Dayton, where the finest shipping facilities ob- 
tainable-are assured. The promoters argued that Cincin- 
nati offered considerable prestige, and that its Southern 
trade would at once open up a great market. W. H. Stew- 
art, of Cincinnati, is one of the organizers. He states that

the box board men have been able to learn much about 
the proposed new industry, those members who generally 
keep well posted on such movements confessing that the 
project was a new one to them, There are a number of 
box companies in this city and vicinity and not a few board 
plants, and it is claimed the situation is pretty well cov- 
ered, but competition is the life of trade and, as one of the 
promoters of the new company remarked, “there is always 
room for one more.” The capital for the new company has 
been pledged, it is stated, and it will be a close corpora- 
tion, M. V. 


American Blower Company Enlarging. 

In order to adequately care for their continually increas- 
ing business the American Blower Company, of Detroit, 
Mich., is erecting a three story addition to its plant. This 
particular addition is rendered necessary by the growing 
popularity of their Type “A” enclosed, vertical, self oiling 
engine, which was placed upon the market some two or 
three years since, meeting with immediate favor. The 
building will be of steel and brick construction. The first 
floor will be used for erecting and testing engines, a very 
complete new outfit being put in for the latter purpose. 
The power from engines under test will be absorbed by 
generators and air compressors. An electric crane will 
form part of the equipment in this department. The sec- 
ond floor will be used for storing engine parts and painting 
the completed engines, and the third floor will be utilized 
for storage purposes entirely. 


FOREIGN NOTEs. 


A wood pulp mill is to be erected at Brandbarsviken, be- 
tween the Brunne and Kramfors sawmills, at the Anger- 
manelfven, Sweden. 

Under the title of the Norddeutsche Papierfabrik, a new 
paper mill will be shortly opened by Messrs. Jenss and 
Hirt, at Uetersen, near Altona, Germany. 

The Standard Paper Company is negotiating with the 
town of Cannington, Ont., for the establishment of a paper 
mill in the town. * The company asks a right of way, a cash 
bonus of $10,000 to build an electric railway for their own 
and public uses into a marsh in the Township of Brock. 

Two new chemical pulp mills are being built in Norway. 
The production of both will be sulphite, easy bleach- 





ing. The first is Saugbrugsféreningen, at Fredrikshald, the 
managing director of which is Mr. L. Stang (12,000 to 13,- 
000 tons); the second is Greaaker Cellulosefabrik, near 
Fredriksstad (15,000 tons). 

At the annual meeting of the Scandinavian Wood Pulp 
Association, held in October, the effect of the present Can- 
adian competition was fully discussed, and it was finally 
concluded that there is little to be feared from that source, 
several members of the association stating it as their belief 
that the United States is the best market for Canadian 
pulp. 

If a quantity of waste paper is soaked in water until it is 
soft and pulpy, and be then kneaded together into balls or 
chunks with the water well expressed from them, these 
may be used advantageously in kitchens or elsewhere for 
fuel purposes, says the World’s Paper Trade Review. If 
used along with coal these balls or chunks of waste paper 
will burn gradually and keep burning for a considerable 
time, throwing out a great heat the while. Here, now, is 
an idea worth following up. 

The twenty-sixth annual meeting of the Deutsche Papier 
Verein was recently held at Strasburg. The association 
has a membership of over 1,000, divided into fourteen 
branches. Members receive from time to time lists of bad 
payers, and they are also entitled to legal assistance free of 
charge. The report for the past year shows that protection 
has been afforded the retail trade in the case where teach- 
ers formerly obtained books, &c., direct from publishers, 
such a course being now prohibited. 

The accounts of the English wall paper combine, recent 
ly published, show another satisfactory year’s trading. The 
profits, which in the case of this company are struck after 
providing for all charges except debenture interest and 
income tax, amounted to £243,200, which is slightly higher 
than the total for the previous year, the increase, however, 
only amounting to £1,400. A sum of £115,500 was brought 
into the accounts, and after providing for the interest on 
the 4 per cent. debentures and the 5 per cent. preference 
shares, which altogether absorb«£88,700, the remaining bal- 
ance is sufficient to allow of an 8 per cent. dividend on the 
ordinary shares, which requires nearly £87,000; also of the 
payment of income tax, together with 2n appropriation of 
£50,000 to the reserve fund, and a balance forward of £128,- 
400. The dividend is the same as that for the previous 
year, but the sum carried to reserve is increased by £20,000, 
and the carry forward exceeds the balance brought in by 
nearly £13,000.

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The Rag Agitation Here. 


Within the past week the movement in this country in 
opposition to an export duty on German rags has gained 
considerable momentum. If the danger that threatens the 
industry can be warded off, the active measures now being 
taken for that purpose will surely succeed. But as the 
case has very serious aspects nothing short of supreme 
efforts will accomplish the task. Congress is at present 
so absorbed in discussing the Railroad Rate Bill and other 
questions that it is, no doubt, difficult to gain the ear of 
Congressmen or Senators. Still, despite the obstacles in 
the way, the importers and users of rags should not rest 
until the matter is settled. As Washington is the place 
through which that can be accomplished, if at all, the vital 
work must be done there. 


The Rag Agitation Abroad. 


Opposition to the proposal to put an export duty on 
German rags is by no means confined to this country. In 
Europe the first protest raised against it was that of the 
Association of German Raw Product Dealers. In its peti- 
tion to the Reichstag the association first called attention 
to the important position in the commercial life of the 
nation which the rag business had attained. While its im- 
portance can scarcely be measured according to value and 
quantity, the petition states ari approximate idea is given 
by the following statistical reports of the quantities of rags 


exported from Germany in the past three years:

“The rag business in Germany is represented,” the peti- 
tion goes on to state, “by a great number of firms of varied 
importance. Besides the large firms (about 250) there are 
numerous smaller concerns scattered throughout the coun- 
try. 

“As Germany produces more rags than her domestic in- 
dustries can use, an export trade is the only preventive 
of the domestic market being overloaded and of prices 
being consequently depressed. The largest outlet for the 
kinds of rags classified is the textile industry, which is de- 
pendent upon the constant change of fashion in the manu- 
facture. What the home market cannot at the time use 
there must be an outlet, and this, afforded by export trade, 
as different styles of fashion are current in other countries 
which allow of the utilization of the raw material, for 
which an immediate market does not exist in Germany. 

“Foreign buyers are not dependent upon German rags. 
Every highly cultured nation produces an abundance of 
rags of the best quality. It will thus be easy for our pre- 
vious customers to supply their wants elsewhere. That this 
would really happen is shown by even a superficial consid- 
eration of the situation of prices, The price varies accord- 
ing to the large variety 6f descriptions. The lowest grade 
of rags was worth, in 1904, 4 marks per 100 kilos (44 cents 
per 100 pounds). The proposed export duty, 5 marks per 
100 kilos, or 55 cents per 100 pounds, would burden this 
quality with more than 100 per cent., while rags costing 
10 marks, $1.10 per 100 pounds, and 20 marks, $2.20 per 
100 pounds, would have, respectively, to bear 50 and 25 per 
cent. With such increases of prices it would be impossible 
for customers to continue buying rags from Germany. 

“If a proof were needed of the fact that freedom of ex- 
port elevates prices, while restriction through export du- 
ties depresses them, it is afforded by the fact that the 
Russian rag dealers have been enabled, through the aboli- 
tion of the export duty hitherto levied in that country on 
rags; to increase their prices by the full amount of the 
previous duty, 6 marks per 100 kilos, or 66 cents per 100 
pounds. 

“The present price of rags, which averages in the coun- 
try 10 marks per 100 kilos ($1.10 per 100 pounds), is just 
sufficient to cover the cost of collecting. A collector 
gathers per day about’ 50 kilos (110*pounds) of rags worth 
5 marks ($1.21). Out of this he has to cover the purchase 
price, the keep of horse or dog and cart, and to provide 
for his own living. Even at the present price the col-

lector’s profit is very small and thus only elderly or crip- 
pled persons (who cannot earn anything in other ways) 
are in that business. 

“The assertion is also made in the petition that but small 
revenue would be forthcoming as a result of the duty as 
exports would fall off heavily.” 


On the subject of the kind of duty, specific or ad valo 
rem, the petition says: 

‘Grades of the most divergent values are exported. Th: 
uniform rate would principally affect the lower grade- 
lf a uniform rate is to be avoided nothing remains bu 
levying duty on the value, which system, on account o} 
its preponderating, practical disadvantages, has hither. 
been carefully avoided in German duty legislation. 

“The effect of the duty, it is stated, would be to imped 
trade in raw materials and to provoke retaliatory acts hy 
other countries. 

“It is also claimed in the petition that the enhanced cost 
of raw materials, of which the German pulp industry now 
complains, is not permanent, but is a transitory occurrenc: 
Other branches of business life have constantly and every 
where to deal with similar conditions. Moreover, accord 
ing to reliable indications the maximum stage of the ad 
vance in rags has already been passed.” 


Statistics of Wood Consumption. 


According to information given out this week at Wash 
ington by Gifford Pinchot, the chief forester, the work of 
the Forest Service in gathering statistics of forest products 
for the past year has furnished the basis for a provisional 
statement of the wood consumed in the manufacture of 
paper pulp. 
from 159 firms, controlling 232 pulp mills, give over 3,000, 


As the following figures show, the returns 
ooo cords as the total amount of wood used: 

Spruce, domestic, 1,564,000 cords; spruce, imported, 614. 
000 cords; poplar, domestic, 274,000 cords; poplar, imported. 
22,000 cords; hemlock, 370,000 cords; pine, 57,000 cords; 
balsam, 22,000 cords; miscellaneous, 93,000 cords, or a to 
tal of 3,016,000 cords. 

The wood used was divided among the various processes 
Sulphite, 1,538,000 cords; 
ground wood, 1,068,000 cords, The total pulp production 


as follows: soda, 410,000 cords; 


by all processes by the firms reporting was 1,993,000 tons 
According to the census of 1900 the consumption of pulp 
wood was then 1,986,310 cords, so that there has been an 
increase of over 50 per cent. in the last six years. 

It is understood that a final and detailed statement of 
the kind and. quantity of wood used for pulp in the various 
States will be issued as soon as possible. 


Wood pulp will probably enter into a contrivance for pro 
tection of the deadly third rail in electric transportation 
William H. Baker, the general superintendent of the Indu 
rated Fibre Company, of Rochester, N. Y., has invented an 
insulator out of indurated fibre which when applied to the 
third rail will do away with its deadly and dangerous char- 
acter. The insulator is made of wood pulp, compressed 
and treated by the indurated process. It is so constructed 
that it projects over the top of the rail and the trolley or 
wheel making the connection will have to slide along the 
side of the rail instead of along the top as at present. A 
test has been arranged for and will soon be-made on the 
“L” roads of New York city. 

Files of machinery catalogues of interest and value to 
paper makers are being prepared at the headquarters of the 
American Pulp and Paper Association. They are being 
arranged for convenience in consultation, and it is hoped 
that all members of the association will avail themselves 
of the opportunity to obtain such information at the head- 
quarters.

Dear Sir—Referring to your article in your edition of 
the 22d instant, on page 16, entitled, “Paper Stock Dealers’ 
Protest Against Export Duty,” I would call your attention 
to the fact that you have inadvertently misquoted my re 
marks by reason of some omissions. In your article you 
say that I stated I had a petition in my possession from 
the trade associations of Germany, to the German Govern- 
ment, protesting against the export duty, on the ground 
that a majority of the collectors and sorters of rags are 
crippled or otherwise incapacitated from doing anything 
else, and that the imposition of this duty would work great 
injury to such people who now obtain a livelihood in 
some branch of the rag business. 

What I really did say was that this petition was a very 
exhaustive one, and dealt with the subject in a most de- 
tailed way. It first gave a great many commercial reasons 
for the avoidance of the export duty, and was so carefully 
prepared that it even gave. some benevolent and sentimen- 
tal reasons for the prevention of this duty. As an instance 
of the thoroughness of the petition, I cited what they had 
said about some of the people employed as collectors and 
sorters of rags being unfit for any other vocation. A pro- 
test based solely on the ground that a majority of the 
collectors are crippled or otherwise incapacitated would 
seem very humorous, and I have no desire at present to 
rival’ Mark Twain.

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COLD WEATHER IN WISCONSIN. 


March Has Handed Out the Grade of Weather Ordinarily 
Expected in January, With Icy Gales and Lib- 
eral Snow Falls.

AppLeton, Wis., March 26, 1906.—The weather of the 
month of March in this part of the country has been such 
as would appropriately be expected in January, being actu- 
ally the coldest of the winter, culminating last week in icy 
gales during which the mercury sank considerably below 
zero, There are several consequences of this unseasonable 
state of things, but altogether the most important one to 
the mills is the unexpected lengthening of the time for 
getting pulp wood out of the woods, This will have a de 
cided bearing upon the situation. People are just waking 
up to the state of the case, which is serious enough at best,

but not nearly so serious as it would have been without the 
March cold snap. Some people are talking that there is 
not enough wood to prevent a several months’ shutdown 
at the other end of the season, but conservative opinion 
here is that this is an exaggeration, though where the wood 
is coming from no one seems to know at present. There is 
certain to be a very large shortage, and prices are ex- 
pected to feel a very decided effect. The cold weather has 
permitted much wood to be gotten out of the woods that 
otherwise would have stayed there till next winter, but all 
lumber prices have gone up and pulp wood prices always 
move in sympathy, so that not only will the supply be short.

winter's supply for all the large mills. The only place 
where there has been continued cold weather and snow is 
in Northern Canada, particularly in the Ontario and 
Michigan and Northern New York

spell of low water in the rivers and streams which furnish 
water power to many of the pulp and paper mills in the 
localities thus complaining of lack of snow

springlike, and there is going to be a sharp advance in the 
price Of pulp, which will have the effect to stimulate the 
cost of paper. The mills in the United States which rely

Jeffrey Conveyers for Straw Board Mills. 


The accompanying three illustrations show a system of 
Jeffrey Conveyers in the Carlyle Paper Company’s plant at 
Carlyle, Ill. This plant uses straw for the manufacture of 
straw board and, of course, it is necessary to handle daily 
large quantities of raw material. To attempt to do this 
by hand would be absolutely out of the question, and me 
chanical means are therefore necessary. 

There are three systems of conveyers designated, A, B 
and C,- and as indicated by the illustrations. The first 
system, A comprises a conveyor about 5 feet wide, 135 
feet long, which takes the straw from the wagons or cars 
ard carries it into the digester room. This conveyer con- 
sists of two strands of a special stee# chain, having cross 
bars and flights at intervals of 4 feet. The conveying is 
done by the lower strand, the chain and flights operating 
in a square box or trough, as can be plainly seen from the 
illustration. The return chains are supported above on a 
simple wooden support. For a distance of some 40 or 50 
feet the receiving end of the conveyer is made horizontal, 
so as to make it more convenient for feeding the straw. 
After the straw has been delivered to the digester room it 
is fed into the digesters, the position of which can be seen 
by illustration B. 

The second system consists of two conveyors, B 
which receive the cooked straw from the digesters and 
carry it a distance of about 130 feet to the stock room. 
These two conveyers from the digesters are constructed 
on-similar lines to the one which brings in the straw, but 
they are only 32 inches wide and have cross bars and 
flights every 2 feet. This same illustration shows conveyer 
C and also the receiving end of conveyor C, which 
takes the cooked straw from the store room and carries 
it into the beater room. 

The third illustration, C, shows the third system or 
the delivery end of conveyor C, which’ carries the straw 
overhead through the beater room and delivers it to the 
beaters. 

This conveyer is similar in construction to the others, 
but is only 24 inches wide and has flights and cross bars

It has not yet 
resulted in any marked advance, but holders feel more 
confident and are less disposed to permit their goods to go 
at low values. News is firmer in sympathy with the move- 
ment among the Northern New York mills to obtain more 
money or not sell. Manila tissues are firmer and higher. 
Other grades are unchanged, but steady. Fibre papers are 
a shade firmer, but demand is comparatively light. Book 
paper continues weak, production still being in excess of 
consumption.
